Saturday afternoon. 
He is a daring 
and nervy flyer and at one time 
was m aking loops within 500 feet of 
the earth . He had his French trac­ 
tor under perfect control, m aking 
as m any as five loops without stop 
ping to gain more altitude. 
M iss Stinson, who Tilled a w eek’s 
engagement at N ashville week be­ 
fore last, went from there to Buf­ 
falo and purchased a new ( ’ultis 
tractor b ip la n e with 
a 
lob hors*- 
power V’ type eight-cylinder motor 
and shipped it to Sedalia, where she 
used it in public exhibition for the 
first time.

M iss Stinson is but recently re­ 
turned from a six months’ journey 
to Jap an and China, 
where

made dozens of flights tor the lit­ 
tle brown people, w ho were amazed 
that a mere girl could perform such 
rem arkable feats. 
T h e first flight 
M iss Stinson made in tin* far east 
w as in Tokio, at night, when she 
flew at the request of a wealthy 
Japanese woman, who pa:d the a v­ 
iatrix 2,500 yen for the exhibition. 
M iss Stinson made the flight w ith 
fuses attached to the wings of her 
plane so each evolution was m ark­ 
ed in the sky in streaks of fire.
